The following amendments have been made to the Ordi 
nances of the University : 

That the following be introduced as " Chapter XLIX- De 
gree of Bachelor of Ayurvedic Medicine" of the Ordinancesland 
the remaining Chapters of the Ordinances renumbered serially : 


CHAPTER XLIX . 
Degree of Bachelor of Ayurvedic Medicine. 
1. Candidates for the degree of Bachelor of Ayurvedic Medi 
cine shall be required : 
(i) to have completed the age of 17 years on or before 

the 30th June of the year of admission to the 
course of First B. A.M in a college of Ayurvedic 
Medicine or will complete this age within four 

months of that date . 
(ii) to have passed the Intermediate Examination of this 

University with Biology , Physics and Chemistry or 
an examination recognised by the Syndicate as 
equivalent thereto and to possess knowledge of 

Sanskrit ; and 
(iii) to have subsequently been engaged for notless than 

five academic years in professional study in a 
college of Ayurvedic Medicine recognised or main 
tained by the University , two years ofwhich should 
be spent in the study of the subjects covered in the 
First B. A.M. Examination and not less than three 
years in the study of subjects covered in the Second 
and Final B. A.M. Examination subsequent to pass 

ing the First B. A M. Degree Examination . 
2. The academic year shall consist of nine months from the 
beginning of July tillthe end ofMarch divided into three equal 
terms, 

3. Candidates for the Degree of B. A. M. shall be required 
to pass three examinations viz . 

(a ) First B. A.M.Examination . 
(b ) Second B. A.M.Examination , 
( c ) Final B. A M. Examination . 
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4. In the case of examinations other than the Final B. A.M. 
examination candidates who have failed at the examination or 
having applied for admission have not appeared for the exami 
nation or having obtained the prescribed certificate have not ap 
plied for admission to the examination although qualified to do 
so, shall be required to produce a certificate of further study for 
the period between the last examination at which they had failed 
or not appeared and the next succeeding examination . No 
candidate who failed in any of the subjects of the Final B. A M. 
Degree examination shall be permitted to appear again for the 
examination unless he puts in a further attendance at Hospital 
practice in the subject or subjects in which he has failed for the 
period between the examination at which he failed and the next 
succeeding examination . In the case of candidates who do not 
appear for the next succeeding examination the period of fur 
ther study shall be decided by the Principal of the College con 
cerned , provided that such study does not exceed two terms. 

5. The examination shall be held twice a year in themonths 
ofDecember and April. 

6. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination unless 
he has produced satisfactory evidence ofhaving complied with 
the provisions in Ordinance 1 (ii) above and has produced the 
prescribed certificates of study. 

FIRST B. A.M. EXAMINATION . 
7. A candidate before presenting himself for the FirstB. A.M. 
examination shall produce certificates of having attended the 
recognised courses of instruction in the following subjects : 
(i) A course of lectures in Darsanas and Fundamental 

Principles extending over at least three terms. 
(ii) A course of lectures and demonstrations on Sareera 

vijnana extending over at least five terms. 
(iii) A course of lectures and demonstrations in Dravya 

vignanam (Materia Medica ) extending over at least 

three terms. 
(iv ) A course of lectures and demonstrations in Dravya 

vignanam (Bhesajakalpam and Rasatantram ) ex 

tending over at least three terms. 
(v ) A course of lectures and demonstrations in Arogya 

vignanam extending over at least three terms. 
(vi) A course of lectures and demonstrations in Anatomy 

and Physiology (under Modern Medicine ) extend 

ing over at least 6 terms. 
(vii) A course of lectures and demonstrations on Materia 

Medica ( under Modern Medicine) extending over 
(viii) A course of lectures on comparative studies in Ayur 

veda and Modern Medicine extending over at least

8. The First B. A. M. examination shall consist of two parts 
Part.I - Darsanas, Fundamental principles (Dravyata

Part II - Dravyavignanam ( Bhesajakalpam and Rasatan 

tram ) Sariravijnanam , Arogyavignanam , Ana 
tomy, Physiology and Materia Medica, Com 
parative studies in Ayurveda and Modern Medi 

cine. 
The examination in Darsanas shall consist of - 
(i) A written paper of three hours duration carrying 100 

marks and 
( ii) An oral examination for 30 minutes carrying 50 marks. 

The examination in each subject under fundamental prin 
ciples shall consist of 
(i) A written paper of 3 hours duration carrying 100 

marks, and 
(ii) An oral examination of 30 minutes duration carrying 

50 marks. 
The examination in Dravyavignanam shall consist of - 
(i) A written paper of 3 hours duration carrying 100 

marks,

The examination in Dravyavignanam (Bhesajakalpam and

(ii) A practical examination (50 marks) of which 25 marks 

will set apart for practical sheets produced , and 
(iii) Two oral examinations each of thirty minutes and 

carrying fifty marks each. 
The examination in Sariravijnanam shall consist of - 

(i) A written paper of 3 hours duration (100 marks) 
(ii) A practical examination (50 marks) and 
(iii) An oral examination for 30 minutes (50 marks). 
The examination in Arogyavignanam shall consist of 
(i) A written paper of 3 hours duration (160 marks) and

The examination in Anatomy shall consist of - 

(i) A written paper of 3 hours duration ( 100marks )

The examination in Materia Medica shall consist of

The examination in comparative studies shall consist of - 
(i) Two written papers of three hours duration each carry 

ing 100 marks and 
(ii) An oral examination for 15 minutes ( 50 marks). 
9. Candidates shall bring to the Practical Examinations for 
inspection of the examiners their original laboratory note books 
or practical sheets certified by their teachers as being the actual 
working notes made by the candidates in the laboratory. 

Candidatesmay be permitted the use of their practical note 
books or sheets at the Practical Examinations. At the Practical 
and Oral Examinations reference may be made by the Exami 
ners to the candidates class records. 

10. Candidatesmay present themselves for the whole exami- . 
nation at one time or may take the examination in two parts . 

Part I of the examination may be taken at the end of the 
first year of study and Part II at the end of the second year of 
study . 

No candidate shall be admitted to any part of the examina 
tion unless (i) he has produced satisfactory evidence of having 
complied with the provision regarding age limit for admission 
and (ii) he has produced the prescribed : ertificate of having at 
tended not less than 80 % of the classes in each subject. 

11. A candidate shall be declared to have passed Part I of the 
examination if he obtains in each subject at the University 
Examination 35 % in the written papers and 50 % of the grand 
total (i. e. written and practical examination marks plus marks 
for oral examination if any ) and 40 % each in the periodical class 
tests and record of practicalwork in the class. 

A candidate shallbe declared to have passed Part II of the 
examination if he obtains in each of the subjectsmarks as speci 
fied above for Part I. 


All other candidates shall be deemed to have failed in the 
examination . 

12. Candidateswho pass Parts I and II of the examination on 
the first occasion of appearing tlierefor shall be ranked in the 
order of proficiency as determined by the total marks ob 
tained by each in both parts at the University examination and 
shall be arranged in two classes, the first consisting of those who 
have obtained not less than 70 per cent of the aggregate marks, 
the secund consisting of all the others . 

Candidates who pass in the first class and who obtain not 
less than 75 per cent. of the marks in any subject at the Univer 
sity Examination shallbe declared to have passed with distinc 
tion in that subject. 

Candidateswho pass the whole examination at a subsequent 
appearance shall be ranked only in the second class . 

All candidates who pass the examination subject by subject 
shall be ranked in the second class separately . 

13. Candidates who fail in the examination but obtain the 
prescribed passmarks in any subject shall be exempted from re 
examination in that subject. 

14. Candidates who fail in any subject shall be required 
to produce a certificate of further study for a period which shall 
extend up to the next succeeding examination. 

15. Candidates who fail more than thrice in any ofthe sub 
jects under Part II of the 1st B.A.M. Examination shall notbe 
allowed to continue in the College. 

SECOND B. A. M.EXAMINATION . 
16. No candidate shall be admitted to the Second.B.A.M . 
Examination unless he has passed the First B. A.M.Examination 
of this University and has undergone the prescribed courses of 
study extending over a period of at least three terms in the 
following subjects taken concurrently and subsequent to passing 
the First B. A.M.Examination .

All other candidates shall be deemed have failed in the 
examination . 

29. Candidates who pass the Final B. A. M. Examination 
on the first occasion of appearing therefor shall be ranked in the 
order of proficiency as determined by the total marks obtained 
by each at the University Examination and shall be arranged in 
two classes, the first consisting of those who have obtained not 
less than 70 % of the aggregate marks, the second consisting of 
all the others. 

Candidates who pass in the First Class and who obtain not 
less than 75 % of the marks in any subject at the University Exa 
mination shall be declared to have passed with distinction in 
that subject. 

Candidateswho pass the whole examination at a subsequent 
appearance shall be ranked only in the Second Class . 

All candidates who pass the examination subject by subject 
shall be ranked in the Second Class separately . 

30. Candidates who fail in the examination but obtain the 
prescribed pass marks in any subject shall be exempted from 
re- examination in that subject. 

31. Candidates appearing for the Final B. A. M. Examina 
tion shall complete the examination within a period which ordi 
narily shallnot exceed 24 months from the date of passing in 
any one of the subjects for the examination . Such candidates as 
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do not pass all the subjects of the Final B.A.M. Examination 
within this period shall be required to take the entire examina 
tion again . 

32. Candidates who fail in any of the subjects of the Final 
B. A. M. Examination shall be required to put in an additional 
course of hospital attendance for a period which shall extend up 
to next succeeding examination . 

TRANSITORY PROVISIONS. 
33. Notwithstanding anything contained in Ordinance 16 
above, candidates who have been promoted to the Third B. A , M. 
Class during or before the academic year 1954-55 shall be allow 
ed to continue their studies in the Third B. A. M. Class but 
shall be required to have passed the First B. A.M. Examination 
before appearing for the Second B. A. M.Examination .
